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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment dated 09/29/2004 has been received and entered. By the 
amendment, claims 1, 6-7, 9-1 1, 14-15 and newly added claims 18-24 are now pending in the 
application. 

1. Applicant's arguments dated 09/29/2004 have been considered but are moot in view of 
the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international appHcation by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 37 1(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S. C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIP A) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35U,S,C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1, 6, 9-10, 14-15, 20 and 23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Totani et al., US Patent No. 6,217,793. 
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The above claims are clearly anticipated by Totani et al. (see example 86) in which 
Totani et al. disclose the method of manufacturing a liquid crystal display (LCD) comprising the 
step of coating a polyimide on two substrates, baking and rubbing such alignment layer; then, the 
substrates stuck together by sealant, heating and cooling the LCD cell as claimed (see col. 131, 
In. 35 to col. 132, In. 28). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 7, 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Totani et al, 
US Patent No. 6,217,793. 

Regarding claims 7 and 1 1, Totani et al. disclose the claimed invention as described 
above except for a based material of polysiloxane of the alignment layer. One of ordinary skill 
in the art would have realized the desire to form a photo-alignment material (e.g., polysiloxane) 
in case of using of lighting method for alignment treatment. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention was made to use a polysiloxane 
based material for a photo alignment layer, since it is a common practice in the art in order to 
perform a stable alignment layer in an LCD cell. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 18-19 and 21-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
none of prior art disclose, singly or combined, a method of manufacturing an LCD comprising 
the step baking a coated alignment layer at a baking temperature, then heating the LCD cell at a 
heating temperature which is substantially equal to the baking temperature of the alignment 
layer, wherein the heating temperature is above 150^C and a heating time is more than 30 
minutes as set forth in claims 18-19 and 21-22,
